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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: During the telephone interview, the Applicants' representative, Mr. 
Scaltrito suggested that he will consult with the Applicants to amend independent claims 5, 1 1 , 17 and 30 to include an 
glass insulation layer constituent material in order to overcome the Kataoka reference. Mr. Scaltrito raised concern 
about Applicants' related applications which were already issued by the JPO and EPO, however, since the scopes of 
the claimed invention are different in each application, it is insufficient to link the patentable weight of one application to 
another. Mr. Scaltrito also discussed about the Young's modulus and inherency matter regarding to dependent claims 
10, 16, and 22. Although, the Primary Examiner was not present during the telephonic interview. The assistant 
examiner has discussed with the Primary Examiner about the case before and after the telephonic interview.
